He is the author of the nov- 
els, Platitudes , Home Repairs and the American Book 
Award Winning, Right Here , Right Now , as well as the 
memoir Bedtime Stories. His work for the screen includes 
the Peabody winning and Emmy nominated HBO film The 
Tuskegee Airmen , and Good Fences for Showtime, which 
was shortlisted for the PEN award for Best Teleplay of the 
year.

A New York Times Book Review Notable Book and an Amazon Top Editors’ Pick of 2012, Telegraph 
Avenue tells the intertwined story of three atypical couples. Archie Stallings and Nat Jaffe, long- 
time buddies and bandmates, own a vintage vinyl record store that serves more as a neighborhood 
gathering spot than a viable source of income for their families. Their wives, Gwen Shanks and Aviva 
Roth-Jaffe, partner in their own midwife practice, have worked many years to establish their credi- 
bility with the local hospitals and OBGYN physicians. The third couple consists of their teenage sons, 
Julius, who lives in his own world though he resides in his parent’s attic, and Titus, the new kid in 
town searching for the father he never met. Set in 2004 in the neighborhood named in the novel’s 
title, a section of Oakland California, the plot presents this eccentric cast characters with conflicts 
each must manage on his or her own and as partners, friends, and lovers. 

Brokeland Records, Archie and Nat’s store, faces possible extinction when Gibson Goode, a former 
all-pro quarterback and fifth richest Black man in the US, announces his plans to build one of his 
Dogpile media stores in an abandoned supermarket lot as a means of revitalizing his old neighbor- 
hood. An entire floor of the three story structure would be devoted to used and rare vinyl recordings 
of jazz, funk, blues, and soul music, prompting the partners, Nat, especially, to consider this an- 
nouncement as the death knoll for the shop. 

Meanwhile, Gwen and Aviva’s home delivery of a baby girl goes badly. Rushing the mother to the 
hospital, they confront medical staff who questions their viability and authority, commenting that 
midwife “voodoo” does not serve expectant mothers or their newborns well. Gwen, pregnant herself, 
particularly resents their disrespect, and her reaction results in their hospital privileges being 
threatened. 

Unbeknownst to both couples, Julius and Titus begin a friendship that soothes both their primary 
emotional needs, bringing Julius out of his self-imposed isolation and Titus into contact with the fam- 
ily life he has long been denied. Then, a number martial of eccentric neighbors and friends surround 
these central characters: Archie’s father, a former marital arts star, the local city councilman, an un- 
dertaker in his day job, and a host of fellow small business owners who are not sure how to interpret 
the possibility of urban renewal. 

The novel is infused with music. Archie and Nat hear jazz tracks all the time, whether a record is be- 
ing played at the store or not. Even Julius carries around an eight-track player. Jazz aficionados 
will doubt recognize the artists’ names and songs dropped into the narrative, a pleasing backdrop 
that enhances the tempo of the dialogue and plot. The characters are vivid and complex ; the story 
compelling; and the issues the novel addresses, fathers and sons, partners and friends, and love and 
marriage and family, make for an especially good read.
